A preliminary report on tho petro­ 
leum fields of Alaska by Hr. G. C. Mar­ 
tin, of tho United Stat*;; Geological 
Survey, la included in the Survey’s 
bulletin (No. 225) entitled “Contribu­ 
tions 
to 
Economic Geology, 1903.' 
Occurrences of petroleum in Alaska 
have been known for several years, 
but Dr. Martin’s report Is tho first 
scientific publication concerning tho 
oil fields of this region. 
Indications of petroleum have been 
noted at four general localities, all on 
the southern shore of Alaska, though 
widely .separated. 
Beginning 
with 
the most eastern point they are Cape 
Inktag, 
which 
is near 
Mount 
St. 
d ia s ; the shores of Controller Bav, 
which is at tho mouth or the ('opp r 
River; 
the western shore of Cook 
Inlet; 
and 
the 
Alaska Peninsula, 
v\ here petroleum is found at many 
places. 
During the summer of 1903 
Dr. Martin examined the coast of Con­ 
troller Bay from the- Copper River 
delta as far east as Cape St. Ellas. 
The second month cif the season ie* 
devoted to study of the* oil fields of 
f’nok inlet, particularly in Enoch kl a 
Bay, which Is about 320 miles west of 
Controller Bay. A f< w days were also 
silent at Cold Bay, on ttic* Alaska 
Peninsula, about I go miles southwest 
of the Cook Inlet fields.

general district, therefore, which Dr. 
Martin dict not visit personally was 
tho Cape Vaktug field. 
His state­ 
ments about that uie necessarily based 
upon the observations of others. 
All 
these regions, exci pi the ('ape* Yaktug 
field, may he reached directly from 
Seattle by steamer. 
I he region alout Controller Buy Is 
known as the Kayak oil Held, because 
the lauding point and postoffice for 
this region is on Kayak Island, 
it is 
also sometimes called the Katalla oil 
field, from the town and river of tluu 
name. 
This district lias 
attracted 
considerable attention because of the 
How of petroleum from a well which 


was drilled In the summer of 1902. and 
because of the large number of oil 
springs found there throughout a long 
belt parallel to the coast. 
The wen 
drilled in 1902 yielded petroleum at a 
depth of about 250 feet. 
At 330 feet 
the tools appeared to ente r a cavity in 
the rock and a large flow of oil began 
spouting many feet above Hie top of 
the derrick. 
Tile well was immedi­ 
ately rapped and was reopened in 
July, 1903. and drilled deeper. 
In 
September, 1903, the depth attained 
was between iou and 500 feet, and 
drilling was still continuing. 
Four 
wells were drilled in th n region dur­ 
ing the summer of 1903 and several 
more are probably now under way. 
At last accounts, the only well that 
had struck oil was the one drilled In 
1902. 
Much activity has been shown 
in staking claims, but a large propor­ 
tion of them were located for purely 
speculative purposes, and are probably 
out of the oil belt. 
The petroleum is 
clearly a refining oil of the same gen­ 
eral nature as the Pennsylvania pe­ 
troleum. 
It resemble* the latter In 
containing a high proportion of the 
more volatile compounds, in having 
a paraffin base, aud in carrying almost 
no sulphur. 
Dr. M artin’s work consisted of mak­ 
ing a study of the relation of the oil 
.-ands to the rocks exposed at the sui- 
face, mapping the approximate out­ 
lines of the oil belt, and determining 
what portions of it are likely to be of 
most value. 
He found that the field 
is very complex and irregular in its 
structure and boundaries. 
No invest­ 
ments should be made or wells located 
without the best expert advice. 
The petroleum of thy Cape Yaktag 
field is said to be similar in character 
to that of the Controller Bay field. 
Although this field is only about 75 
miles < ast of Controller Bay, no devel­ 
opment work has been done there, 
owing to the difficulty of transporting 
machinery to the region. 
The shore 
lint* is straight and there is no harbor 
to afford shelter for any kind of boa’. 
It would be necessary either to land 
the machinery through the surf on 
tile open coast or to transport it over­ 
land from Controller Bay. 
The lack 
of roads makes tho latter plan impos­ 
sible at present. 
Shipments of oil 
may. however, be made by pipe lino 
along the coast, as it is understood 
that surveys have been made with 
such an object In view. 
During his mouth's work on the 
west shore of Cook Inlet, Dr. Martin 
made a map of the shore from a point 
north of Chinitna Bay to the mouth 
of Iliama Bay, including the shores of 
Chinitna Bey, Dry Bay, Oil Bay, and 
Enochkin Bay. 
This map will show 
not only the outline of the shore, but 
the position pf the principal moun­ 
tains, the locations of the camps and 
trails, and the boundaries of the belt 
within 
which 
petroleum 
may 
be 
looked for. 
Tho surface Indications 
of petroleum In this region consist of 
seepages, or oil springs, and so-calb d 
gas springs. 
Two wells were drilling 
in this fluid, one at Oil Bay and one at 
Dry Bay. 
The former Id reported to 
have at ruck a flow of 50 barrels of 
petroleum at a depth of about 5C0 
feet, but later a strong flow- of water 
was encountered that shut off tile flow 
Of oil. 
The shipment of petroleum 
from 
this 
field 
would probably be 
rat de from Enochkin and 
Chinitna 
bays, which are harbors that afford 
safe anchorage to large vessels In ad 
weather as well as good wharf sites. 
Ship# can, however, anchor In the 
mouth of Oil Bay and oft Dry Bay, 
except dining very bad weather, 
lf 
docks should be constructed either ct 
Enochklp or Chinitna, It 
would be 
necessary to build pipe 
lines 
and 
lam ping stations to transfer tho pro­ 
duct from the field to the shipping 
point 
While at Cold Bay Dr. Martin made 
a hasty examination of the oil field. 
The seepages were found to come 
from the same Jurassic shales as on 
Cook Inlet, and tint general structure

Two welts were drilling near Co kl Bay 
ar the time of Dr. Martin's visit,

A prelim inary re p o rt on the petro- 
ieum fields of A laska by Dr. G. C. M ar­ 
tin. of the U nited S tates Geological 
Survey, is included in Hie Survey's 
bulletin (No. 225) entitled “C ontribu­ 
tions 
to 
Econom ic Geology, 1903.’ 
O ccurrences of petroleum in A laska 
have been know n for several years, 
but Dr. M artin ’s report is the first 
scientific publication concerning the 
oil fields of th is region. 
Indications of petroleum have been 
noted at four general localities,' all on 
the southern shore of Alaska, though 
widely 
separated. 
Beginning 
with 
the m ost e aste rn point they are Cape 
Yaktag, 
which 
is n e a r 
M ount 
St. 
d i a s ; the shores of C ontroller Bar, 
which is a t th e m outh or the Copper 
River; 
the w estern shore of Cook 
Inlet; 
and 
th e 
A laska Peninsula, 
w here petroleum is found at m any 
places. 
During (he su m m er of 1903 
Dr. M artin exam ined the coast of Con­ 
troller 
Bay from 
the Copper R iver 
delta as far eas t as Cape St. Elias. 
Tile second m onth of th e season he 
devoted to study of th e oil fields of 
Cook Inlet, p articularly in Enochkin 
Bay, which is about 320 miles w est of 
C ontroller Bay. 
A few days w ere also 
spent a t Cold 
Bay, on the A laska 
Peninsula, about IOO miles southw est 
of the Cook Inlet Iii Ids. 
T h e 
only 
general district, therefore, which Dr. 
M arlin did not visit personally was 
th e Cape 
Y ak tag field. 
His s ta te ­ 
m en ts about th at are necessarily based 
upon the observations of others.

these regions, ex cep t the Cape Y aktag 
field, m ay he reached directly from 
S eattle by steam er. 
The region ab o u t Controller Bay is 
known as the K ayak oil field, because 
th e lauding point and postoffice for 
this region is on K ayak Island. 
It is 
also som etim es called the1 K atalla oil 
field, from the tow n and river of th at 
i name. 
T his d istric t has 
a ttracted 
considerable atten tio n because of the 
flow of petroleum from a well which 


m ore 
At last accounts, tho only well that 
had stru c k oil was th*' o n e drilled in 
1902. 
Much activity h a s boon show n 
In sta k in g claims, hut a large propor­ 
tion of them w ere he ated for purely 
speculative purposes, and a re probably 
out of the oil belt. 
T he petroleum Is 
clearly a refining oil of the sam e g en ­ 
eral n a tu re as the P enn sy lv an ia pe­ 
troleum . 
It resem bles the latter In 
co ntaining a high proportion of the 
m ore volatile compounds. In having 
a paraffin base, and in carry in g alm ost 
no sulphur. 
Dr. M artin’s work consisted of m a k ­ 
ing a stu d y of the relation of the oil 
ands to the rocks exposed at th*' sui- 
face. 
m apping the ap p ro x im ate o u t­ 
lines of the oil licit, ami determ in in g 
w hat portions of it are likely to he of 
m ost value. 
H e found th a t th e field 
Is very complex and irreg u lar in Its 
stru c tu re and boundaries. 
No in v est­ 
m ents should he m ade or wells located 
without tho hest expert advice. 
T he petroleum of thy Cape Y aktag 
field Is said to be sim ilar in c h a ra c te r 
to th a t of the C ontroller Bay field. 
Although this field is only about 75 
m iles < ast of C ontroller Bay. no d evel­ 
o p m en t w ork 
has been done 
there, 
owing to tho difficulty of tran s p o rtin g 
m achinery to the region. 
T he shore 
line is .straight and th ere is no h a rb o r 
to afford sh e lte r for any kind of boat. 
It would he necessary eith er to land 
the m achinery through the su rf on 
tile open ro ast or to tra n s p o rt it o v e r­ 
land from Controller Bay. 
Tho lack 
if roads m ak es the latter plan im pos­ 
sible at present. 
S hipm ents of oil 
may. however, he m ad e by pipe line

w ork on the 
w est shore of Cook Inlet, Dr. M artin 
m ad e a m ap of the shore from a point 
north of C hinitna Bay to th e m outh

’hin itn a Bay, Dry Bay, Oil Bay, and 
2nochkin Bay. 
This m ap will show 
n o t only the outline of the shore, but 
th*' position .of the principal inoun- 
ains, th e locations of the cam ps and 
trails, and the boundaries of th*' holt 
w ithin 
which 
petroleum 
may 
he 
looked for. 
T h e surface indications 
of petroleum in Ih in region consist of 
seepages, or oil springs, and so c a lled 
gas springs. 
Two wells w ere drilling 
in this field, one ai Oil Bay and one ai 
Dry Bay. 
T he form er IS reported to 
have s tru c k a flow of 50 b arrels of 
petroleum at a depth of about 500 
feet, bu t late r a stro n g flow of w ater 
was encountered that shut off the flow 
of oil. 
T he sh ip m en t of petroleum 
from 
this 
field 
would probably he 
m ade from E nochkin aud 
C hinitna 
hays, which are h arb o rs th at afford 
safe an chorage to large vessels in ad 
w e ath e r as well as good w harf site*. 
Ships can, 
however, an ch o r in 
the 
m outh of Oil Bay and oft D ry Bay, 
except d in in g very bad w eather,

docks should he co n stru cted eith e r ct

W hile a t Cold Bay Dr. M artin m ade 
a h a sty exam ination of th*' oil field.

was determ ined. 
Tw o wells w ere drilling n ear Cold Bay 
a t th e tim e of Dr. M a rtin ’s visit.

ity to Cold Bay and shipped thence* to
